Canada is the leading wheat ex-- 
porting country of the world, furn- 
ishing 50 to 60 percent of the ex- 
port trade in that commodity. The 
quality of Canadian wheat is not 
equalled elsewhere, while no wheat 


is comparable for blending pur- 
poses. 
European nations have placed 


tarriffs from 30 cents to $1.60 per 
bushel to stimulate production anu 
this fact coupled with cheap labor 
in Argentine (who is our chief 
competitor), and adverse exchange 
rates as compared with Australia, 
have prouuced conditions under 
which Canauian wheat grower is 
not making his expenses and is 
rapidly losing his capital invested. 

A wide experience in helping as 
best I could in solving farmers’ 
problems, having represented the 
farmers of Illinois for three years 
in ‘the Farmers’ National Con- 
gress, and serving two years as a 
member of The Canadian Council 
of Agriculture, prompts me to sug 
gest a plan ,which, after due con- 
sideration, I believe will save the 
prairie farmer without undue hard- 
ship on any class. 

I might say my acquaintance 
with the grain business includes 15 
years in Illinois, three years as 
vice president of the Alberta Farm- 
ers’ Co-operative Elevator Co. anu 
director of the United Grain Grow- 
ers. 

My plan follows: 

Let the Federal Government buy 
the wheat at one dollar per bush- 
el basis No. 1 Nor. F't William, anu 
handle it through the country ele 
vators and terminals as at presen: 
allowing handling charges ana 
freight which would be deducteu 
from the farmers returns. Storage 
charges to be paid by the govern- 
ment, P 

The government to issue scrip 
in payment, in denominations 01 
one, five, ten, twenty and = one 
hundred dollars, striking off all 
sums less than the odd fifty cents, 
and making the even dollar for 5u 
cents or more. 

The government to issue reven- 
ue stamps in denominations of five 
cents, twenty-five cents, fifty cents, 
one aollar and five aollars. 

Let the seller of wheat affix 
stamps amounting to five perceit 
of the face of the scrip, signing 
his name on the back. Make the 
scrip legal tender for all debts ex- 
cept customs duties. An act ol 
parliament will be required to 
make the scrip legal tender, anu 
exempt the following classes from 
affixing stamps: members of the 
military, naval, police, fire, postal 
and civil service. 

Let each person or corporation 
receiving the scrip, indorse his 
name and attach stamps providing 
his name does not already appear 
as indorser until one dollar in 
stamps have been affixed for each 
dollar on the face. 

Now the government has 
wheat and has sold one dollar in 
stamps for each dollar in scrip. 
The person or corporation affixing 
the last stamp to receive one dol- 
lar in currency from the govern- 
ment for each dollar in scrip, 
through the local bank or othe: 
agent of the government. 

The wheat belongs to the govern 
ment, the farmer has received 9. 
tents basis No. 1 Ft William, each 
person handling the scrip has con- 
tributed 5 per cent of the amount 
handled to help pay the expense oi 
government, 

Two hundred and twenty thous- 
and prairie farmers would receive 
one hundred and seventy-five mil- 
lion dollars more for three hundred 
and fifty million bushels of surplus 
wheat than they did this year, and 
the Federal government at thirty 
cents a bushel net would have one 
hundred million dollars more rev- 
enue, 

Farmers would be in the market 
to buy manufactured articles of 
all kinds would pay off mortgages 
and debts, could hire needed help, 
would raise the standard of living 
tor their families and every work- 
ing man (farmer and_ artisan) 
would be encouraged to help make 
this country a home for hopeful 
contented people.

Industry would revive, 
would unemployment 
would cease, taxes would be paid. 
Federal, Provincial, Municipal and 
School bonds and debentures 
would be provided for without con- 
tinual borrowing, which increases 
the original debt. 

The Federal government would 
be in a position to exploit the 
Chinese market where three hund- 
red million people have never used 
wheat.

Our suggestion for handling farm 
relief is simple; merely dismiss the 
sufject along with special aids to 
other industries and let economic 
forces ride. 

There is, in Mr Nichols‘ words 
changing thought among the peo- 
ple of the middle west. Their eyes 
are turning abroad in an effort to 
find some solution for the market 
typhoon into which we have been 
plunged. And the conclusions they 


-}are reaching are that the tariff 
must come down afid that the 
special aids to othe: industries,

If our farmers 
combine their forces on a simple 
programme such as this they have 
the power to put it in effect; but 
there is a danger that in place of 
doing the practicable and attain- 
able they will go in for fancy 
shortcuts to the millennium which 
will land them deeper than ever in 
the mud. 


HOME MADE SYRUP 


ee 
Owing to the many inquiries be 
ing received from farmers who 
wish to make an edible (table) 
syrup from sugar beets the Divi-! 
gion of Chemistry at the Exper!- 
mental Farm, Ottawa has been 
making further experiments to as- 
certain the possibilities of making 
a palatable wholesome and good 
appearing syrup for home use. 
The trouble experienced in the 
past has been to get a syrup that 


was not black in colour and did 
not have a_ disagreeable = after- 
taste. This black colour and dis- 


agreeable faste was no doubt due 
to the mineral salts and some of 
the many organic substances ex- 
tracted from the beet during the 
leaching for the removal of the 
sugar. After many experiments it 
was found that a fast and incom- 
plete extraction by steaming the 
sugar beet pulp would give a syrup 
with a light brownish colour and 
without the disagreeable after- 
taste as before experienced. Tere) 
is no doubt that considerable sugar 
is left in the residue but as this 
can be used as feed for cattle it 
cannot be considered as _ being 
wasted. The method is quite simple 
and can easily be carried out in 
the home and is as follows: 

The beets are first washed and 
the crowns cut off at the lowest 
leaf scar, or lower and the beets

peeled crowns and peelings being 


rejected. The beet is then sliced 
longitudinally (lengthwise of the 
root) and put through a meat 


chopper. This ground pulp is put 
at once before oxidation takes 
place, into a piece of cheese cloth 
which has been tied over the top 
of a fairly large pot containing 
water. The pulp is then suspended 
in the cheese cloth over the wat- 
er but not touching it. An inch or 
so of water in the pot should be 
sufficient to start with. Put on a 
tight lid and boil for half an hour 
vigorously. After half hour's boil- 
ing wash pulp with warm water al- 
lowing this wash water to run in- 
to the pot using as little as pos- 
sible. Fill the cheese cloth bag 
with pulp two or three times us- 
ing the same solution in the pot 
for steaming the second and third 
batches. Filter this weak sugar 
syrup through a good cotton cloth 
and evaporate it to less than halt 
its colume. Allow this to stand 
overnight so any solid matter that 
has come down during the evapor- 
ation may settle out. In the morn. 
ing pour this clear syrup off the 
solids and boil down to consis- 
tency of maple syrup taking off 
apy scum that comes to the top 
and being careful not to scorch 0: 
burn. Bottle or put in jars while 
still hot and seal tightly.

The Financia Post says: Budget 
day approaches and there are few 
optimistic enough to expect a near 
approach to a balanced federal 
budget. A balanced budget tor Can- 
ada will not come out of a single 
budget speech.. Something far- 
reaching is necessary. R L Calder 
K C of Montreal, in an address in 
Toronto this week, expressed the 
opinion that the end of rising tax- 
es will come when governments 
give up the numerous functions 
that they have impropery assumed 
and get back to the only proper 
functions of government, protect- 
ing the citizen in life, Hberty and 
the pursuit,-not the free gift— of 
happiness. 

The Dominion budget cannot be 
balanced unless the problems of 
losses on governmental business 
ventures and of the cost of govern- 
mental] paternalism are solved. 
Never was there greater need in 
Canada for a courageous retracing 
of steps by government. 

New Taxes cannot balance the 
budget. There is little left to tax 
In 1932 the national income from 
production in Canada was $1,970,- 
600,000, just half of the national in- 
come in 1929 when it was $3,950,- 
000,000. In the meantime rates Of 
taxation have increased not only 
in federal government but in pro- 
vincial and most municipal govern- 
ments. True governments are 
spending less than in 1982: a cer- 
iain measure of economy has been 
forced upon them by the sheer de-

A saving of this amount or even 
of half that amount cannot be ef | 
fected by ordinary measures ol 
economy but only by the wholesale 
closing up of bureaus, department 
schemes and enterprises that have 
no proper place within the realm 
of governinent. 

The high taxation is the produc 
of Socialist principles and prac: 
tices ana can only be reduced by 
the elimination of the factor that 
created the problem — Socialism in 
fxovernment. 

That is the key problem of the 
let situation.
